ilishing The Lutheran Church Work 
land Observer, the synod's official or- 
igan. The Lutheran Church Work 
and The Lutheran Observer were 
merged into one paper following ac- 
tion taken by the General Synod two 
years ago, was reported to the synod 
by Dr. ]. A. Singmaster, Gettysburg, 
of the publication committee. 
The 


Observer was . purchased from The 
Lutheran Observer company, which 
has since gone out of business, for a 
sum of |22,000 by the publication 
committee, and merged with The Lu- 
theran Church Work. The commit- 
tee has-published the combined paper 
at a loss, owing to the war prices, 
and a deficit of $1800 was in sight. 


Among other important reports 


from the various committees was 
that of the Rev. L. B. Wolf, of Balti- 
more, secretary of board of foreign 
missions, who- stated that. the .total 
conributions > during the ; bientuum 
had been $363,000, an increase of 17 
per cent. His report also stated that 
14--new missionaries had been sent 
out within the past two years and 
that 10 more are ready to go as soon 
at war conditions are changed.

New Fith Code. 


The new fish code is in the hands 


of the Governor for approval, having 
passed both branches of the Legisla- 
ture. It is expected to be approved 
and is as follows: 


The code repeals ana replaces vir- 


tually all the existing acts excepting 
the laws prohibiting fishing by aliens 
and the oollution act of 1876. 


The bill fixes the open seasons and 


size and creel limits for game fish as 
follows, taking effect January I, next: 


Trout 
(except 
lake trout), open 


season April iS-July 21, size limit 6 
inches, creel limit 25. 


Bass (large and small mouth), open 


season July i-December 31, size limit 
9 inches, creel limit 12. 


Rock 
(white, calico, and straw- 


berryX open season July i-December 
•u, size limit 6 inches, creel limit 25. 
~ Lake or salmon trout, open season 
July i-September 30, size limit, no 
limit; creel limit, no limit. 


Pike, perch, wall-eyed pike or Sus- 


queharina salmon, open season July 
i-December 31; size limit, 12 inches; 
creel limit 25. 


Pickerel, open season Julyi-Decem- 


ber 31; size limit 12 inches; creel 
limit 25. 


Muscollonge, open season July I- 


December 31; size limit 2 inches; 
creel limit 4. 


Yellow perch, open season July i- 


December 31; size 1'mit 6 inches; 
creel limit 50. 


Sunfish. open season, no closcd^sea- 


son; size limit, no limit: creel limit 
50. 


Sunday fishing is prohibited. 
The 


use of seines, spears, gigs or outlines, 
or lines bearkig more than three 
hooks are forbidden. A small dip-net 
or minnow-seine net over four feet 


I in diameter may be used for the tak- 
'ing of bait fish "only. A minnow trap 
with an opening not over one inch_ in 
diameter is also permitted for taking 
bait fish. 


The use of seines and dipnets is 


permitted in the Susquehanna below 
McCall's Ferry dam. under license for 
taking 
shad, 
herring and 
alewife, 


suckers, catfish, eels and carp only 
from March i to June 20. 


The pollution section of the bill 


forbids 'the use of explosives or elec- 
tricity or poison in taking fish, or 
otherwise to pollute streams. 


The purchase or sale of any species 


of trout except lake trout, or of any 
large mouth or small mouth bats is 
forbidden unless artificially propa- 
gated and sold under state license.

public eating places, shall not have in 
their employ as cooks, waiters, kitch- 
en 
help, chambermaids, or other 


house servants any person or per- 
sons who are suffering from tracho- 
ma, active tuberculosis of the lungs 
or skin, syphilis, gonorrhoea, open 
external cancer, or barber's itch, or 
any who 
are carriers of 
typhoid 


fever. 
This law further provides that no 


dishes, receptacles, or utensils lued 
in eating or drinking shall be fur- 
nished to patron- or customers of 
any public eating puace nnliiss the 
«ame have been tlu.rojghly cleansed 
-ince their previous use by other 
individuals. 


It also provides that 
towel* _be 


laundered or discarded after each in- 
dividual use, and still iurrhe<-, that 
no common drinking cup 
sh:>.ll be 


furnished 
at 
any 
public drinking 


place operated in connection with 
any such public eating place. 


the 
State Department of Health 


has a Division of Public Health Ser 
vice to enforce this law. wl.ose pen- 
alty is that violators shall, upon con- 
viction before any justice of the 
peace or alderman, be sentenced to 
pay a fine of not less than five dol- 
lars or more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or to be imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of not more 
than 30 days, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court.

At the commencement exercises of 


Mt. St. Mary's College, near Eramits- 
burg. Md., June 30, over which His 
Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, of Bal- 
timore, presided, the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws was confer- 
red on the Rev. L. Augustus Reudter, 
rector of St. Mary's Church, McSher- 
rystown, and one of the most promi- 
nent prelates of the Harrisburg dio- 
cese. 


This honor is in recognition of the 


eminent 
service rendered 
to 
the 


church by Rev. Reudter, not only as 
a priest, but as an educator, a writer 
and translator. It was also bestowed 
at a most fitting time—the Silver An- 
niversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood, which took place at Sha- 
mokin 25 years ago. 


Rev. 
Dr. Reudter was also a form- 


er professor at Mt. St. Mary's Col- 
lege, leaving that institution to take 
up active work in the prisethood. 


After being attached to St. Mary's 


parish, in Shamokin, his ability as a 
financier was 
recognized 
by 
the 


Bishop, and he was sent to New Ox- 
ford where he was instrumental in 
having the present Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception built; later he 
was transferred to New Freedom, 
where he also built a church; St. 
Mary's parish, York, needed a new 
edifice, and Rev. Reudter was sent 
there and labored until a new church 
property was constructed. 
In 1905 


he became the successor of the late 
Rev. P. P. Hemler. who died just at 
the completion of the handsome new 
St. Mary's Church, in McSherrys- 
lown, leaving the task of financing 
the project with Rev. Reudter. Plow 
v.-c-ll he has succeded :s now a brighi 
pa;_'e in the history of that 
lafge 


parish. And nor only has the inde- 
fatigable priesi reduced the debt on 
the large church edifice, but. in addi- 
tion, has had built one of the finest 
parochial 
school buildings 
in 
the 


Harrisburg diocese, also in Southern 
Pennsylvania. It contains eight class 
rooms, with a commodious audito- 
rium on first boor, and recreation 
rooms in the 
basement. Concrete 


walks have been recently completed 
and St. Mary's Church, rectory and 
school buildings are not only the 
pride of the members of the parish, 
but stand as a monument to the in- 
dustry, perseverance and wise ad- 
ministration of the Rev. Fr. L. Aug. 
Reudter. The debt remaining on the 
parish is now less than Sio.ooo. 


For helpful administration of the 


work of the parish, Rev. Reudter or- 
ganized in 1911, the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, to care for the poor 
and needy: the St. Cecelian Club of 
young ladies to promote the social 
welfare of the young people and a 
Boys' Club, for recreative pursuits. 


In 1914 he bought a nine-acre plot 


of ground for the parish and laid off 
an athletic leld. containing baseball 
diamonds, tennis courts, etc., and 
several years ago another plot of 
ground was purchased for a parish 
cemetery, as previous to that time 
all interments were made at Conewa- 
go Chapel. 


Rev. Reudter is also a member of 


the Board of Managers of the Para- 
dise Protectory, near Abbottstown. 


Among his more recent activities 


was the promotion of the McSherrys- 
town unit of the American Red Cross 
of which he is chairman, and was or- 
ganized at a meeting in St. Mary's 
Hall. 


During the twelve years of the rec- 


torship of St. Marry's, Rev. Dr. Reud- 
ter has performed a prodigious task 


and a more "consecrated priest, nor 
ardent administrator is not to be 
found with the diocese. There is no 
ostentation about anything he does 
but he works quietly and aggressive- 
ly and no task is too large nor too 
small for him to handle. 


The honor conferred by his Alma 


Mater is a worthy recognition of the 
distinguished service of Fr. Reudter 
as a scholar, teacher, administrator, 
priest, and Christian gentleman. 


Rev. Fr. Reudter would not permot 


of a celebration of the Silver Anni- 
versary of his ordination, at this time 
on account of the debt now resting 
on St. Mary's parish, which is char- 
acteristic of the man..

unless petty graft and local politics can 
be considered as sufficient excuses. 


It is nut enough that the surface of 


the road be composed of the proper 
materials. These materials must rest 
on a firm foundation which extends to 
a suliicient depth below the surface to 
withstand the effect of the 
frozen 


ground ou either side. 
Furthermore, 


the surface must be t.atTpioof iu or- 
der to prevent the entrance of rain o: 
melted snow, which when frozen w.i; 
.separate and disintegrate tne be=»t laid 
foundation. Also the road surface u;ul 
gutters must be i-o constructed that the 
highway will automatically drain itself 
of all water. This serves the purpose 
of automatic (lushing and accounts for 
the continuous clean swept appearance 
of the well designed and properly con- 
structed roadway. 


A properly constructed highway is 


expensive, but it is an asset too obvi- 
ous for argument. Too often, however, 
the first cost represents the deciding 
factor ia the selection of a certain type 
of construction, and the upkeep cost is 
overlooked. It is this attitude on the 
part of the town or county taxpayers 
or road commissioners, coupled with 
graft and politics on the part of the 
contractor, which accounts for a large 
part of the improved roads which need 
to be reconstructed each year.—EL W 
Slau&on in Leslie's.
